BODY FOR TAX CUT 
OF $160,000,000 


Unanimously Favors Reso- 
lution Approved by 
House Proposing 1 Pet. 
Reduction in Rates. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 17.-—The 
Senate Finance Committee today 
reported favorably on the $160,000,- 
000 tax reduction resolution. The 
committee action was unanimous. 

The resolution, previously ap- 
proved by the House, proposes a 1 
per cent reduction in the tax rates 
on individual ana corporation in- 
comes of 1929. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader and a member of 
the committee, said after the 


meeting that while he had not def- 
initely decided to call up the meas- 
ure in the Senate Monday, he 
thought this would be done. He 
added he did not look for serious 
opposition. 

Under-Secretary Mills of the 
Treasury appeared before the com- 
mittee and explained in detail the 
proposed reduction. 

Both Republican and Democrat- 
ic leaders have approved the tax 
cut and while indications are that, 
as finally approved by the Senate, 
it will be in practically the same 
form as adopted by the House, 
there are several movements for 
departures from the program of 
the administration. 

The legislation was drawn up as 
a resolution authorizing a reduc- 
tion fur one year only and by ex- 
piration restoring present rates 
when taxes are collected on in- 
comes of 1930. 

Some Democrats contend that 
corporations should be excluded 
from the reduction on the ground 
that they have already passed on 
to the consumer the es to be 
paid on their incomes of this year. 
Others think the cut should be ef- 
fective for two years and there are 
some who think it should be made 
permanent, i 

The Western Republican Inde - 
pendents have long held the opin- 
ion that Treasury surpluses, on 
which tax cuts are predicated, 
should be applied to a reduction 
of the national debt.

LAWYER PROTESTS 
WHEN EXCLUDED 


Little Black Book” in 
Which Victim Kept Rec- 
ords of Personal Transac- 
tions Cannot Be Found. 


After an incompleted inquest to- 
day into the unexplained murder 
of State Senator Joseph Mogler, 
who was shot last Monday by one 


of two masked men in the Mogler 
Theater, 3936 North Ninth street, 
his widow, Mrs. Adelaide Mogler, 
and her lawyer, Murtha J. Hackett, 
were taken to Police Headquarters 
for questioning. 

They were accompanied by for- 
mer Circuit Attorney Howard Side- 
ner, who had appeared at the in- 
quest as one of counsel for Mrs. 
Mogler; Coroner Dever, Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Lennon and De- 
tective Lieutenants Mulcahy and 
Coakley. 

At the inquest, which was con- 
tinued until next Saturday for fur- 
ther police investigation, Mrs. Mog- 
ler did not testify and did not en- 
ter the inquest chamber. She 
remained in an anteroom with 
a friend, Mrs. Roy C. Sandberg, 
and spent several minutes talking 
with Sidener, who had just en- 
tered the case. A stout woman 
of medium height, Mrs. Mogler 
wore black dress, shoes, hose and 
hat and a gray squirrel coat. 

Lawyer . 

At headquarters, Chief of Detec- 
tives Kaiser took charge of the 
group and instructed that Mrs. 
Mogler step into his private office 
alone. Attorney Hackett imme- 
‘diately protested at being barted 
and was rebuked by several detec- 
tives. Shaking a finger at the 
lawyer, Chief Kaiser exclaimed: 
“You think you're smart; if you 
get smart around here we'll put 
you in the holdover.” 

Sidener told reporters that Mrs. 
Mogler had appeared willingly, and 
was anxious to tell the investiga- 
tors anything that might help 
them. Chief Kaiser told the widow 
that he wanted to discuss Moglier’s 
business and private activities in 
the hope of learning something 
that his men had overlooked. 

At the inquest, it developed that 
a “little black book” in which Sen- 
ator Mogler kept a record of his 
more intimate business affairs, in- 
cluding transactions with gangsters 
and underworld characters whom he 
had befriended as bondsman and 
parole advocate, was missing. 

Detectives and policemen testi- 
fied that the notebook ‘was not in 
Mogler’s pockets when his body 
was found in the theater, and Ed- 
ward Phinney, the janitor, declared 
he was not sure whether the slay- 
er shouted to his accomplice: 
“Come on; 1 got him,” or “Come 
on; I got it.” 

Lost Similar Book Earlier. 

The janitor’s doubt has caused 
investigators to consider the possi- 
bility that the slayers had taken 
the notebook from the theater own- 
er, indicating that the missing book 
might contain some information 
which would have disclosed the 
motive of the killing or a clew to 
the identity of the slayers. 

Fred Weitz, business associate of 
Mogler, told reporters that the Sen- 
ator lost a similar notebook about 
seven months ago and that he and 
Mogier had made an extended 
search for it without success. 

Mention of the memorandum 
book came as a surprise while the 
first witness, Capt. Charles H. 
Loepker of Angelica Street Police 
District, was on the stand, telling 
of the finding of the body. Capt. 
Loepker had related that Mogier’s 
overcoat was closely buttoned and 
apparently undisturbed, when Cor- 
oner Dever interrupted to ask if 
he had seen anything of a “‘little 
black book.” 1 

Witness Had Seen Book. 

Capt. Loepker replied that he 
had found no such book but re- 
called that on various occasions he 
had observed Mogler thumbing a 
small black notebook while dis- 
cussing bonds and paroles at the 
Angelica Station.

The President asked that there 
be no delay in authorizing the com- 
mission of inquiry which would in- 
clude members of the Senate and 
L.ouse.

They were 
drawn from naval bases and start- 
ed on their journey last night. 

President Hoover did not mnn- 
tion the number of additional 
troops necessary to deal with the 
disturbed situation, which had its 
origin in a strike of students. 

Calis for Cruiser Also. 

Secretary of State Stimson, how- 
ever, placed the number at 500, 
and in addition, said Gen. Russell, 
the American High Commissioner 
had asked that the cruiser Galves- 
ton be sent from Guantanamo to 
Port Au Prince. 

While the Commissioner report- 
ed that all was now quiet at Aux 
Cayes, he disclosed he had ar- 
ranged for the evacuation of Amer- 
ican women and children from the 
port today by steamer. 

The Secretary of State described 
the situation in Haiti as “distress- 
ing.” but added that it would be 
deait with in the light of full pub- 
licity. Mr. Hoover in his message 
reviewed events leading up to the 
disturbances. and emphasized the 
importance of the investigation he 
desired.

Political observers said Grun- 
dy would be offered the appoint- 
ment, but there was considerable 
doubt as to his acceptance because 
of the unfriendly feeling manifest 
against him by Independent Re- 
publicans and Democrats in the 
Senate during the investigation of 
his lobbying activities. 

Gov. Fisher announced at Read- 
ing last night that the appointment 
was “only a matter of hours,“ but 
he said he would not reach a de- 
cision until he had obtained a 
“summary of opinion in various 
parts of the State.” He criticised 
the Senate for refusing to seat 
Vare, saying: 

“The Senate’s arbitrary rejection 
of Vare sets a precedent that is 
dangerous, and should give every 
thoughtful American occasion to 
pause and think.” 

Fisher characterized reports that 
he intended to appoint Vare as “‘ab- 
solutely untrue-” Many are con- 
vinced that Vare would not accept 
the appointment, but that he would 
be a candidate for renomination at 
the primary election in May:

The authorities at Jacmel have 
been ordered to make wholesale ar- 
rests if conditions warrant it. 

Reports have been received there 
that the peasants may attack the 
town, which is at present under 
effective control. 


U. S. High Commissioner Asks for 
| Cruiser. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — Bri- 
gadier-General. John H. Russell, 
United States High Commissioner 
to Haiti, requested today that the 
Cruiser Galveston be ordered from 
the Guantanamo naval base to Port 
au Prince, Haiti, immediately. 

In a dispatch to Secretary of 
State Stimson, the commissioner 
said that the opposition press and 
agitators had “inflamed” the coun- 
try and that since the situation was 
not clearing as rapidly as had becn 
hoped, he suggested the sending of 
re-inforcements. 

Russell added it was rumored 
that the people are in revolt around 
the city of Jacmel, where papers 
which were seized showed that 
many automatic pistols had come 
into the country from Guatemala. 

The telephone line from Gobe- 
dere to Jacmel and the line from 
Gonaives to Grosmorne have been 
cut. The cruiser Galveston will be 
dispatched to Jacmel upon its ar- 
rival from Guantanamo. 

Details of the clash at Aux Cayes 
between American marines and 
strikers were given the State De- 
partment today in a dispatch from 
Gen. Russell, who said the ma- 
rines first had tried to disperse 
the mob by firing into the air. 

Gen. Russell’s Report. 

His message follows: 

“The Department has been in- 
formed by Brigadier-General John 
H. Russell. American High Com- 
missioner at Haiti, that informa- 
tion was received by Garde (con- 
stabulary) Commander at Cayes 
that a mob was moving on the 
city. Garde guarded the city while 
marines were at the Garde bar- 
racks at the entrance to the town, 

“Marines were sent by the pa- 
trol with the Garde commander 
out to meet the advancing mob 
about 200 yards from the bar- 
racks. Leaders of the mob, total- 
ing about 1500, demanded to en- 
ter the city to assist strikers. 

“They were told strikers were 
back at work, but as they would 
not believe Capt. Roy C. Swink, 
the leaders were allowed to pass 
through the, line, enter the town 
and confer with strike leaders.

WAR SEEK 
TONED OO 


Since Death of His Prede- 
cessor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — Pat- 
rick Jay Hurley of Oklahoma, law- 
yer, soldier and executive, was ap- 
pointed yesterday by President 
Hoover as Secretary of War, 4 
post in which he has been acting 
since the death of James W. Good 
last month. 

Thus the Chief Executive gave 
effect to the wish of the Southern 
states for a Cabinet member and 
selected a man from one of the 
states of the South which gave him 
its electoral vote a year ago. 

In submitting the nomination to 


5 the Senate, the President said Hur- 


ley had been indorsed by the lead- 
ing men of practically every state 
in the South. He added the new 
Cabinet officer was a lawyer of 
long experience, a distinguished 
soldier, and an exceutive of proved 
ability. 

Selection of Hurley to succeed 
Good had been expected from the 
first, as it was known that the 
President desired to give the South 
a Cabinet place and also had a high 
regard for the ability the offictal 
has shown since his appointment 
as Assistant Secretary, 


Calls on President. 


Hurley was summoned to the 

White House an hour before the 
appointment was announced and 
conferred with the President, who 
advised him of his appointment. 
Soon after he returned to the War 
Department, he was congratulated 
by Gen. Charles P. Summerall, 
chief of the army staff, and other 
high ‘officers with whom he per- 
sonally is popular, He also re- 
ceived congratulatory messages 
from other friends in Washington, 
including Senators and Congress- 
men. 
The new War Secretary has at- 
tended Cabinet meetings held since 
v. death of his chief and has be 1 
carrying on the general work of 
the office. He is one of the young. 
est men to hold a Cabinet post in 
years, being only 46 years old. 

News of the appointment was 
received with expressions of satis- 
faction at Capitol Hill. Acting 
Chairman James of the House Mil- 
itary Committee, predicted that 
Hurley would make “a very suc- 
cessful Secretary of War,” adding 
that his experience had fitted him 
“to face the matters which need 
revision, such as increased pay, pro- 
motion and retirement.” 

Representative Tilson of Con- 
necticut, the Republican floor 
leader, said that “during Mr. Hur- 
ley’s short service as Assistant Sec- 
retary of War he has shown a fine 
grasp of the duties of that office.” 

The new §Secretary’s military 
service began in 1902 as a captain 
of cavalry of the Indian Territory’ 
Volunteer Militia. Later he wus 
a captain in the Oklahoma Nation- 
al Guard and during the World 
War reached the grade of lieu- 
tenant-colonel, He was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
and the Silver Star citation .or gal.

France, on Armistice day. 

In 1927 he became president ot 
the First Trust and Savings Bank.

ALCOHOL PRODUCTION 
Nu S ON INCREASE 


31,682,051 Gallons More Dis- 
tilled Legally Than Ever 
Before, Doran Reports.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — The 
production of alcohol, by legal 
processes, is increasing. 


Making his annual report today. 


Prohibition Commissioner Doran 
disclosed that 200,832,061 proof 
gallons were produced in the fis- 


cal year ending Ist June 30 and 
that figure was 31,682,061 more 
than the output of the preceding 
12-month period. 

During the year 8,892,247 gal- 
lons were withdrawn from ware- 
houses after tax payments, an in- 
crease of 217.266 gällons as com- 
pared with the previous § year. 
Withdrawals for tax-free purposes 
including denaturation, for export, 
for use by the Government, hos- 
pitais, laboratories, colleges and 
other educational! institutions; 
amounted to 185,650,908 ° gallons, 
an increase of 22,732,825 gallona, 

During the year 1.616.658 gal- 
lons of distilled spirits, including 
brandy, were withdrawn fron: 
bonded warehouses, an increase of 
3860 gallons, while there were 9. 
149.440 more gallons of cereal 
beverages produced than in the 
year previous. 

During the year 509 wineries, a 
decrease of 56, operated and pro- 
duced 11.381.990 gullons of wine. 
an increase of 6,459,373 gallons. 
The quantity of Wine rémoved on 
payment of tax for non-beverage 
and sacramental purposes totaled 
3,004,200 gallons, while on last 
June 30 there were 23,138,754 gal- 
lons of wine in warehouses, 

Doran reviewed the progress 
made by the Prohibition Bureau 
during the year which had been 
previously described in the annual 
report of Secretary Melion. At the 
close of the fiscal year he said 
there were 4664 employes in the

“MARRYING JUSTICE, 
JL. SGHULER, DIES 


Succumbs to Pneumonia — In 
15 Years He United 15,000 
Pairs in Wedlock. 


Justice of the Peace Joseph L. 
Schuler, long a picturesque figure 
in St. Louis Republican politics, 


of pneumonia at 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon at St. Mary’s Hospital. 

He was taken ill 12 days ago and 
was removed to the hospital Mon- 
day from his home at 304A South 
Fourteenth street, near the restau- 
rant he formerly conducted. He 
was 78 years old. 

Justice Schuler is survived only 
by a son, Anton Schuler, former 
Sheriff, who has been Public Ad- 
ministrator for the last year. Fa- 
ther and son have been known as 
leaders of the Kiel-Goldstein wing 
of the Republican party. 

Born in Switzerland, Justice 
Schuler was brought to Louisville, 
Ky., when he was about 8 years 
old. About 10 years later, as a 
young man, he came to St. Louis 
and entered the dairy business in 
a small way. This enterprise grew 
was owner of 
the former Irving Dairy, 396 South- 
Broadway, with a herd of cows 
pastured in st. Louis County. 

In 1898 he changed his occupa- 
tion, opening a saloon and restau- 
rant at Eleventh street and Clark 
avenue, opposite the old Four 
Courts, where the Municipal Serv- 
ice Building now stands. 

When the criminal courts were 
moved to the Municipal Courts 
Building more than 15 years ago 
“Joe Schuler's place“ followed to 
the southeast corner of Fourteenth 
street and Clark avenue. A lucra- 
tive business was obtained in feed- 
ing jurors by contract and this is 
still held by the place. 

When Mr. Schuler was elected a 
Justice of the Peace 15 years ago 
his son Fred took the restaurant 
over and the latter’s wife has oper- 
ated it since his death last year, 
but it is still familiarly known 
to a varied clientele as Joe 
Schuler's.“ 

The Justice's office has been at 
200 South Twelfth street, facing City 
Hall, convenient to the Marriage 
License Bureau. The Post-Dis- 
patch published an account of his 
reminiscences as a marrying Jus- 
tice a month ago, in which he ex- 
pressed optimism about the mod- 
ern marriage state. 

For a time Mr. Schuler was a 
member of the old House of Dele- 
gates and he was on the Republi- 
can City Committee for a number 
of years.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—An 
increase in the experimental strect 
car fare in St. Louis was agreed to 
by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission for a test period of 10 
at the 
suggestion of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. in an executive confer- 
ence here yesterday afternoon in 
which company representatives de- 
clared the present fare schedule 
was not producing the revenue 
needed by the company. 

The price of the 12-ride tickets 
will be increased from 90 cents to 
$1, and the children’s fre, which 
has been 3 cents for years, will be 
increased to 6 cents cash, six 
tokens for 25 cents. After the 12 
rides are used, the ticket holder 
may have additional rides for 5 
cents each on the ticket stub with- 
in the week, as at present. The 
10-cent cash fare remains. 

City Counselor Muench, who par- 
ticipated in the conference on be- 
half of the city, objected to the 
increase, but did not indicate that 
any steps would be taken to block 
it. 

to Increase. 

“The city is opposed to this in- 
crease,” Muench said, Our posi- 
tion is that the present fare sched- 
ule is bringing in more revenue for 
the company than the former fare, 
with no change in the street car 
in 


Any further increase in 


revenue should be sought through 


improvements in the service that 
would stimulate car riding. 

“The company should make some 
effort to develop more car riding 
through better service, rather than 
expect more revenue from the 
present volume of traffic through 
fare increases.” 

The commission will issue a 
formal order in a few days. putting 
the increased fare schedule into 
effect. The present experimental 
fare will continue in force from 
Dec. 16, when it was scheduled to 
expire, until Dec. 30. 

The experimental fare has been 
in effect for 15 weeks. It was or- 
dered by the commission after it 
had suspended for investigation 3 
schedule filed by the company last 
July, which proposed to increase 
the former straight 8-cent fare to 
10 cents cash fare, four tokens for 
35 cents. 

Reporters Excluded. 

Newspaper reporters were ex- 
cluded from the conference yester- 
day afternoon, which has been the 
practice recently in the series of 
fare conferences between the com- 
mission and representatives of the 
company and city. The reason 
given for these closed sessiong was 
that those participating might feel 
more free to express themselves 
than they would if newspaper re- 
porters were present. 

Chairman Milton R. Stahl of the 
commission said to newspaper re- 
porters: 

“This is an experimental fare. 
The company undertook the ex- 
periment, at the suggestion of the 
commission, for a period of 16 
weeks, including possible exten- 
sions. The company is not receiv- 
ing enough revenue under the pres- 
ent plan to produce a fair return 
on the valuation of the property. 
As long as it is an experiment, it 
is only fair under the circum- 
experiment with the 


pany.” 

It was learned that the company 
representatives offered the same 
argument presented at recent con- 
ferences, that the present fare was 
not producing sufficient revenue to 
yield a 7.14 per cent return of the 
863.500.000 valuation placed upon 
the property by the Public Service 
Commission. :

POLISH CABINET DEFEATED, 
BUT 1S ASKED TO CONTINUE 


Premier Switaisk y's Ministry Beat- 
en 246 to 120; Police Guard 
Against Outbrmak.

WARSAW, Poland, Dec. 7. — 
Premier Switalsky today tendered 
the resignation of his cabinet to 
President Moscicki, who accepted 
it and at the same time requested 
the ministry to continue in office 
for the time being. 

The Switalsky cabinet was de- 
teated by a vote of 246 to 120 last 
evening, after a lengthy depate in 
which the Premier, four of his 
ministers and several deputies par- 
ticipated. 

Despite elaborate precautions 
against trouble Warsaw took the 
political upheava! calmly. Police 
were equipped with tear gas gren- 
ades, gas masks and rifles.

surrendered his personal domina- 
tion to a committee of three trus- 
tees,.of which he is a member. 

The combined current earnings 
of his companies were estimated 
last night by directors as approxi- 
mately $33.000,000 a year. 

The recent depression of prices 
in Wali street is regarded in mo- 
tion picture circles as having 
forced the move. Since Fox re- 
fused to sell out to the General 
Film Co., the first motion picture 
combine, 20 years ago, he has kept 
his vast activities under his com- 
plete cootrol. He was in the midst 
of new activities calling for large 
financing when prices in the stock 
market dropped. To carry out the 
financing and to work out a prac- 
tical plan for the acquisition of 
Loew’s Incorporated, Fox has ac- 
cepted as his fellow trustees in the 
Fox Film Corporation H. L. Stuart 
of Halsey, Stuart & Co., fiscal 
agenfs in many Fox enterprises, 
and John E. Otterson. president of 
the Electrical Research Products, 
Inc. Charles E. Hughes and his 
firm, Hughes, Scharman & Dwight, 
will be counsei to the trustees. 

The crash of the stock market, 
the New York Times says, checked 
plans for a stock offering planned 
in connection with an amaligama- 
tion of all the Fox properties and 
at the same time impaired collat- 
eral used in the temporary financ- 
ing. 

Fox's motion picture enterprises 
are estimated to represent assets 
of $6500,000,000. 

$20,000,000 for Talkies. 

Halsey-Stuart & Co. represent 
large investors in stock in the Fox 
enterprises The Electrical Re- 
search Products, Inc., is a subsidi- 
ary of the Western Electrie Co.. 
which in turn is a subsidiary of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. This company equipped 
1200 Fox theaters with sound-pic- 
ture devices at a cost estimated at 
close to 320.000.000 and also has 
patents on which the Fox presen- 
tation of sound pictures and the 
Fox Movietone are based. 

The two things which brought 
the affairs of Fox to, a climax were 
his plans for the acquisition of the 
Loew properties and bis expendi- 
tures in carrying talkine pictures 
to the front. American Telephone 
and Telegraph interests are said to 
have strongly supported him in 
this program. Haisey. Stuart & Co. 
and the American Telephone and 
Telegraph have large direct finan- 
cial interest in the future of the 
Fox properties. 

Controls Voting Stock. 

One of the points emphasized 
jast night in the official announce- 
ment was that Fox still owns con- 
trol of tne voting stock of Fox 
Film and Fox Theaters Corpora- 
tion. 

On Nov 4 Fox announced the 
sale of his company’s interest in 
the First National Pictures Cor- 
poration, which he had jointly con 
trolle4 with Warner Bros. for $10,- 
000,000. it was reported later that 
he was negotiating with William K. 
Hearst and Louis B. Mayer for the 
sale of his interest in Loew's. This 
deal is evidently not in the future 
Fox program, since the announce- 
ment last nicht indicates that the 
trustees expect to go ahead with 
the program of acquisition of the 
Loew assets.

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WE CHARMING PEOPLE. | 

Our country has a real friend in the Honorable 
Hugh Kennedy, First Chief Justice of the Irish Free 
State, who recently returned from a visit to the Unit- 
ed States. Justice Kennedy has been telling the peo- 
ple of Ireland about us, and, believe it or not, we 
are very charming. But let the blarney be ladled 
out by the Justice himself: 


A great many of the people I met, both in 
public and private, possessed rare culture and 
charm. I was impressed by the refinement of 
American home life. I was particularly im- 
pressed by the respect which the men show their 
womenfolk. The Americans are a fine people. 

It seems some nasty Irish playwright, in a play 
called “Ever the Twain,” has been libeling us. In 
the play, as summarized by the magazine Time, we 
are a land of gum chewers, gunmen, gigolos and gin 
mills. Justice Kennedy has taken particular pains to 
counteract the effect of this play by delineating the 
true American character. 

As we understand it, then, the American man is a 
merger of Chevalier Bayard, Lord Chesterfield, Beau 
Brummel and Sir Galahad, while the American wom- 
an has inherited the combined qualities of Helen of 
Troy, St. Catherine of Siena and Queen Victoria. To 
which we can only blushingly add: “Attaboy, 
Hugh!” 
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CHILDREN AND THE MOVIES. 
The wide appeal of the motion picture to children 
has been demonstrated by Alice Miller Mitchell in 
@ recent survey. Studying 10,052 Chicago children, 
she finds that 90.6 per cent attend the movies, far 
more than find entertainment in books. One reason 
is that books are associated with school and study. 
Another is that seeing a movie is passive and easy, 
reading an active and sometimes difficult matter. 
In this widespread attendance, some effect for good 
or bad on the child mind seems inevitable. As to 
what that effect may be, educators and sociologists 
are not agreed. This survey gives some interesting 
sidelights in viewing the children’s preferences. 
A boy of 13 says his favorite kind of picture is a 
“roaring, blood-dripping, murdering movie, with the 
hero a big crook who reforms.” A Boy Scout enjoys 
war pictures “because I like to see men fighting.” 
One girl, a delinquent, likes movies of “murder 
where they can’t find out who was the murderer.” 
A Girl Scout likes the college pictures “because they 
give one an idea of college life and the fun that can 
be had.” All the girls seem to enjoy romantic 
films, the boys like action pictures and comedy is 
popular with all. Some of these preferences represent 
normal phases of adolescence, others are abnormal 
and it is possible to see where harm might result. 
Public censorship is scarcely the propér preventive 
for any untoward influence. Basel, Switzerland, has 
a special film theater for children, and a somewhat 
similar function is performed in this country by the 
lists of selected pictures issued by Parent-Teacher 
groups. Plans of this sort are useful as guides, but 
active censorship at its best is stupid and often be- 
comes odious. If applied to pictures with the child 
in mind, it would result in the end of mature and 
sophisticated films, which older persons are entitled 
to see if they wish. ö 
The best restraining influence would be in the 
home. If parents will find out what kind of picture 
is showing at the corner playhouse before giving 
Junior a dime as the price of quiet at home, and 
will rule accordingly, they Will do more good than 
all the censors in the world. :

The liberty of the press shall forever remain 
inviolate and all persons may freely speak, write 
and publish their sentiments on all subjects, be- 
ing responsible for the abuse of such rights. 


The meaning of this clause is perfectly well settled 
in tradition and in constitutional construction; it is 
that there shall be no “previous restraint,” but, to use 
the words of Justice Cooley, it— , 
implies the right to freely utter and publish 
whatever the citizen may please, and to be pre 
tected against any responsibility for so doing, ex- 
cept so far as such publication, from their blas- 
phemy, obscenity or scandalous character, may be 
a public offense, or, as by their falsehood and 
malice, may injuriously affect the stand repu- 
tation or pecuniary interests of individ : 


ro enjoin probable future crime, such as occurs 
in the Volstead act and in the Minnesota “gag law”, 
is a tyrannical novelty, unknown to any previous 
period of our legal history. Heretofore we have re- 
lied solely on the punishment of completed offenses, 
the ohly course consonant with freedom and justice. 
In the most despotic periods of English history ne 
court dared to pervert traditional processes in such 
a manner. As Judge Caldwell observed in the case 
of Hopkins vs. Oxley, in 189777 . , 


With all of their astuteness and eager desire to 
serve the Crown, it never occurred to the Judges 
in those days to enjoin the Quakers from meet- 
ing, and Penn from preaching to them. This 
“short-cut” would have gotten rid of the jury 
and placed Penn and his followers completely in 
the power of the Judges; and instead of becoming 
the founder of a great city and commonwealth in 
a free republic, he would have languished in an 
English prison for contempt of court, incurred. by 

preaching to his congregation, for he avowed in 
court that “all the powers upon the earth” could 
not divert or restrain him from that duty. 


The Minnesota law arousés the indignation of every.

despotic power necessary to the winning of. the great 
guarantees of free speech, free press and trial by 
jury, which this law seeks to overthrow. If it is up- 
held it can only lend encouragement to the progres 
sive march of tyranny and repression in this country 
and only add to the violence of the inevitable re 
action. :

known the bustling Mississippi of Mark 
Twain's time—sat on the cobbled levee 
at St. Louis and watched the first tow of 
‘barges depart for New Orleans in Sep- 
tember, 1918. They shook their heads doubt- 
ingly. Ol’ Man River was dead; inland wa- 
terway transportation was an evanescent 
‘bubble. Had the Government gone stark 
mad, trying to resurrect this mode of trans- 
portation which belonged to an era of 
busties and hoop skirts, trying to compete 
with the railroads, pitting snails against 
whippets? It was a pretty dream, this 
a revival of the meandering old Mississippi, 
but what impractical fantasy. 

Had the Government gone stark mad? 
Cold figures echo “no.” In the first three 
months of service, river barges transported 
only 26,000 tons of freight. In 1919, the 
first full year of service, they carried 104.- 
000 tons at a loss of $568,000. But last 
year the revenue cargo of America's inland 
fleet totaled 1,872,000 tons and the net 
profits mounted to $257,000. Those same 
river pilots who scoffed at the idea of river 
transportation il years ago are working 
today for the Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion, the Government agency which oper- 
ates the ever-increasing fleet of barges and 
towboats which sail under the name of the 
Mississippi Warrior Service. 

Establishment of the Federal Barge Line 
was accepted as an emergency measure to 
relieve’ war-time traffic congestion. It is 
exceedingly doubtful if its most ardent pro- 
ponents regarded it, at the outset, as any- 
thing more than a temporary transportation 
service to expedite the moving of inland 
products to the seacoast. It is certain that 
influential shippers regarded it solely as an 

and a poor one at that. 
Men who knew the river laughed at the 
idea. 

Quite logical, back in 1918, were the ob- 
jections which shippers voiced against the 
utilization of inland waterways as a method 
of transportation. How could the slower 
river service meet the distribution require- 
ments of this age of speed? How was the 
shipper to benefit by reduced rates when 
his commodities were crawling to their des- 
tination at a maximum rate of 12 or 15 
miles an hour, and often much less? Could 
the Government hope to show a profit under 
such a handicap? Why. the barge line 
would be a constant drain on the Treasury.

So beneficial was the operation of the 
barge line, that the service was extended 
in+1927; it is to be extended further dur- 
ing the next three years. Despite a prop- 
erty investment in excess of $16,500,000, the 
Federal Barge Line is inadequately equipped 
to handle the volume of freight which is 
being offered by shippers who once doubt- 
ed the efficacy of river transportation. The 
chief problem of the Government lies no 
longer in building business for the Inland 
Waterways Corporation, but in handling the 
increasing business with dispatch. 

Out of St. Louis alone last year 6,000,000 
bushels of wheat were offered for river 


shipment. Barges were able to handle only 


1,900,000 bushels, at a rate which saved 
shippers 3.9 cents a bushel, and 3,100,000 
bushels had to go by rail at a higher rate, 
Are the barges taking business from the 
railroads which parallel the rivers? Says

MEMORIES OF MY LIFE. By 
Edward Westermarck. (Mac- 
aulay.) 

The account of an unusually for- 
tunate career is presented in these 
recollections of the distinguished 
Finnish anthropologist. Prof. Wes- 
termarck’s life has been one of 


» pleasant courses, an uninterrupted 


development of an ambition care- 
fully planned and carried to suc- 
cessful fruition. His youth was 
Marred by physical ailments, which 
he sturdily overcame in the strenu- 
ous labor of mountain climbing. 
TI > weakling boy found solace in 
books, and a natural instinct for 
independent thinking early turned 
his thoughts to science as a life- 
work. 

“The History of Human Mar- 
riage,” published at 29, brought 
world-wide recognition in scien- 
tific circles and lead to many 
academic honors and a succession 
of traveling scholarships that af- 
forded means and leisure for fur- 
ther investigations. For 18 years 
Westermarck worked on another 
monumental book, “The . Origin 
and Development of Moral Ideas,” 
and in these reminiscences the 
reader shares vicariously the pleas- 
ant labors of scholarship—note 
taking and reading in the British 
Museum, adventuring among the 
wild tribes of Morocco, discussions 
and controversies with world-re- 
nowned scientific authorities. 

A side interest in the author's 
busy career was found in an un- 
official effort to bring about 
diminution of Czarist oppression in 
his native Finland, a labor which 
brought contact with many of the 
outstan ling men in European po- 
litical circles. The book is strewn 
with pen portraits of these men of 
power and prestige, the shrew i- 
ness of a trained observer lending 
piquancy to the many anec does 
and brief characterizations. 

The author had much of the con- 
firmed nomad's distaste for cere- 
mony and ritucl, and considered 
of little consequence the honors 
heaped upon him.

ROME, Dec. 7.— Crown Prince 
Humbert and his younger sisters, 
Princesses Giovanna and Maria, 
drove today from the Quirinal Pal- 
ace to the Vatican and paid their 
respects to Pope Pius XI. They 
were accompanied by Count ce 
Vecchi, Italian ambassador to the 
Holy See, who introduced them to 
the Pope. 

Troops stood at attention as the 
children of King Victor Emmanuel 
passed by. The crowds cheered 
the royal party, particularly their 
future king, who is engaged to 
Princess Marie Jose of Belgium. 
An attempt against the Prince's 
life was made in Brussels several 
weeks ago. 

Humbert, Giovanna and Maria 
drove along the same route fol- 
lowed two days ago by their father 
and mother, who paid their first 
visit to the Pope Thursday. At the 
boundary line cf Vatican City, 
Commendatore Serafini, Governor 
of the city, met them. The papal 
gendarmes stood at attention while 
their band played the royal march. 

An imposing group of ecclesias- 
tics met the visitors in the court- 
yard of San Damaso and assisted 
them to alight. As the prince and 
princesses ascended the stairs 
leading to the Pope’s apartment on 
the third floor, Swiss guards in 
full uniform designed by Michel- 
angelo saluted them at each land- 


ing. 
in Throne Room. 

The party walked through the 
Rooms of the Tapestries to the 
papal ante-chamber and then the 
throne room where the Pope met 
them. Count de Vecchi presented 
first Crown Prince Humbert, then 
Giovanna and then Maria. The 
three knelt and kissed the Pope's 
hand. Pius raised them immedi- 
ately to their feet. 

The Pope looked for the first 
time on the three handsome voung 
members of the House of Savoy. 
He saw the Crown Prince as a tall, 
stalwart, frank-faced young man 
of 25; Giovanna as a dark-haired 
pretty woman of 22. and Maria 
as a beautiful girl who will ¢ele- 
brate her fifteenth birthday the 
day after Christmas. 

The Pope spoke kindly and cor- 
dially to the Crown Prince. He 
congratulated him on his forth- 
coming marriage to the Belgian 
Princess which will be celebrated 
Jan. 8. He wished him happiness 
and gave him his blessing. 

The Pope was particularly kind 
to the Crown Prince because Hum- 
bert is known as a friend of the 
church. He is a close friend of 
Cardinal Gamba of Turin, where 
the Prince makes his home. Cari- 
inal Gamba may perform the 
Prince’s wedding. Both the Pope 
and the Prince, moreover, come 
from the north of Italy, the Pope 
having been Cardinal-Archbishop 
of Milan before he was elected to 
the Papacy. 

Gifts From the Pope. 

At the conclusion of the inter- 
view the Pope presented valuable 
gifts of a religious character to 
his visitors. 

Humbert, Giovanna and Maria, 
together with de Vecchi, then went 
to the floor below to the offices 
of Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secre- 
tary of State. They met Gasparri 
in his reception room. The Am- 
bassador followed the same pro- 
cedure in presenting the Prince 
and Princesses as he had in pre- 
senting them to the Pope. 
Finally the visitors went by in- 
side halls to St. Peter's. There 
they worshiped, as the King and 
the Queen before the tomb of the 
Apostles. 

After some minutes of prayer, 
the visitors left by the sacristy. 
They entered the Piazza Santa 
Marta, whence they drove vack 
to the Quirinal. Gov. Serafini 
escorted them to the Vatican City 
boundary and the papal gendarmes 
rendered military honors. The 
Prince and Princesses followed the 
Same route back to the Quirinal.

pretation did not differ greatly 
from what one has frequently 
heard from the greater German 
conductors but in certain details 
he again brought into play his own 
illuminating influence, 

The first movement, for instance, 
was removed from any on 
of “mystic resignation” by the con- 


rhythms, But romantic melancholy 
seized the second movement for its 
own. The chief subject, with its 
archaic, modal flavor, was never 
more poignantly presented and the 
ultimate development of that 
theme into a sort of cosmic lullaby 
was accomplished with the most 
scrupulous regard for the ebb and 
flow of its volume. Without such 
treatment this overwhelmingly 
beautiful melody might easily de- 
generate into just another German 
tune. 

It is almost traditional for one 
to say that the last Brahms sym- 
phony one heard is the best of 
the four. For that reason this re- 
viewer is inclined, at this writing, 
to put down the E Minor as the 
greatest of that imgnortal quartet. 

The inward relationship of the 
four movements is stronger in this 
symphony than in any of the other 
three and Brahms’ genius for ly- 
rical inventiveness is more in evi- 


ment, already discussed, is the chief 
reason for such a claim. But as 
an example of masterly architec- 
ture combined with the greatest 
conceivable prolixity in thematic 
development, the fourth movement 
of the E. Minor symphony is in a 
class by itself. 


Cast in the form of a chaconne, it 
has all the rigidity of a classic form. 
The eight-bar theme that is an- 
nounced at the opening immediate- 
ly goes into any number of variae- 
tions, but manages at each time to 
catch up the unaltered theme into 
its texture. There are times when 
it is not easy to find it, nor is it 
desirable to do so. But the effect 
is such as to make this movement 
one of the most dazzling examples 
of construction in the whole of 
symphonic literature.

The Ca- 
sella Scarlattiana“ featured Co- 
rinne Frederick as the solo piari- 
ist.

MISSIONARY FREED AFTER 
CHINESE BANDITS ARE PAID 


HANKOW, Dec. 17.—The Rev. 
Ulrich Kreutzen of Calumet, Mich. 
arrived here today from Tayeh, 
Hupeh Province, appurently none 
the worse for three weeks spent 
as the prisoner of bandits who had 
held him for ransom. 

The Rev. Mr. Kreutzen, freed on 
payment of $500 gold after 
bandits had demanded from 35000 
to 310.000 on pain of torture and 
death, said his captors were mem- 
bers of a powerful Communist or- 
ganization. The bandit-communists, 
he said, had connections through- 
out the Yangtz valley with head- 
quarters at Hankow. Leaders of 
the organization, he said, were well 
educated, many of them having 
degrees from foreign universities, 
and speaking English and French 
fluentiy. All were thoroughly im- 
bued with Soviet doctrines, he 
added. 

The missionary, attached to the 
Franciscan mission at Wuchang, 
was captured Nov. 11 and taken to 
a stronghoid in the mountains, 
where he was held despite efforts 
of Nationalist soldiery to liberate 
him.

On the first team of an All- 
America squad of 33 players, five 
represent the Middle West, four 
the East, one each the South and 
Pacific Coast. 

Pittsburg and Notre Dame, two 
of the finest aggregations of the 
year, each gained two places on 
the mythical eleven. 

In the nation-wide poll of opin- 
fon taken by the Associated Press, 
215 experts contributed their 
views. They represented news- 
paper sports editors and writers, 
Associated Press staff observers, 
officials and coaches in every sec- 
tion of the country. 

The results of the consensus 
show a distinct drift in the class“ 
of football talent, for the season of 
1929 at least, to the Middle West, 
in contrast with the powerful show. 
ing of the Far West in 1928. 
Three of the players on the team 
were overwhelming choices—Frank 
Carideo, Notre Dame's great quar- 
terback; Bronko Nagurski, the 
powerhouse of Minnesota’s team, 
and Joe Donchess, lean, hard-hit- 
ting end of the Pittsburg Panthers.

Covers 150 Miles East 
With Aerial Camera—Returns Safely 
From 700-Mile Flight.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Dec, 6.—One of Antaretica's great- 
est mysteries has been solved. 
Commander Richard E. Byrd flew 
back to camp last night, having 
discovered a vast new mountain 
range running to the north and 
svutn, east of King Edward Land. 
It was mapped with the aerial 
camera for at least 150 miles. 

It is this land which holds in the 
great ice sheet at the eastern edge 
of the Ross Sea, ice which explor- 
ers have attempted to penetrate 
since it was discovered by Ross 
in 1840. It extends far te the 
north and apparently turns east- 
ward within the range of visibility 
from the plane, so that it is prob- 
able this great unknown coast has 
actually been delineated to its 


northern boundary. That can be 
determined after the pictures are 
developed. 

The importance of the flight 
geographically can hardly be over- 
emphasized. as this mountain range 
with a high plateau behind it 
seems to compare with the similar 
range on the western side of the 
Ross Sea and may be the eastern 
side of the great barrier in which 
the Rockefeller Mountains and 
King Edward Land are part of an 
archipelago, 

“It is much more than I ever 
hoped to find,” said Byrd. who was 
delighted today with the success of 
the flight. “I supposed there was 
land there if we could only reach 
it but this magnificent range was 
unexpected.” 


Material for Speculation. 
It lies well within Marie Byrd 
Land on the other side of the meri- 
dian dividing the Ross dependency 


from the land discovered last year 
and runs out of sight toward the 
south. Where it goes and what lies 
between its southern end and the 
country to the west is still to be 
learnei. But in itself it provides 
much material for speculation and 
has added many miles of coast line 
to the great unknown sector of 
the continent between here and 
Graham Land. 

Existing charts show how that 
from King Edward Land, hitherto 
the limit of discovery to the east, 
the ice in the Ross Sea runs in a 
great curve to the north and west. 
Ross, who first forced his way 
through the pack into the sea 
which bears his name, bumped 
into that barricade and turned 
back. Scott and Shackelton tried 
to make their way along the 
coast in ships and were baffled 
by the ice islands and drift ice 
which closed in about them and 
forced them to turn back. Whalers 
have hovered along the edge of 
that great ice shelf for years and 
wondered what held it there. Byrd 
himself tried to get up there in 
the City of New York three times 
last year and was turned back by 
fog and storm and new forming 
ice. He tried to fly there and was 
headed off by clouds and snow. 


Fascination to Many. 

That area has been one of the 
Antarctic’s most tantalizing 
mysteries. Even its northern 
boundary was only known approx- 
imately. It has fascinated many 
men and lured Byrd irresistibly. 
Unconquerable by ship, it has 
yielded to the airplane. 

The flight itself was as unex- 
pected as its results. The del- 
icately balanced weather which 
precedes the summer has been 
clinging to Little Ametica for davs. 
As in the north polar regions the 
best time for flying here is early 
in the summer and this, it min 
be remembered, is summer in Ant- 
arctica. Day before yesterday the 
weather was fair and Byrd learned 
from Wiliam C. Haines, meteor- 
ologist, that the slow southern drift 
of air up to 10,000 feet promised 
ideal flying conditions. So that 
night he determined to take off 
the next day on the first of the 
season's eastern exploration flights. 
He did not say anything about it 
until, on rising the next morning, 
he found the sky clear and a light 
wind from the Southwest. It was 
almost hot in the brilliant sun- 
shine. 

He gave the word to have the 
plane made ready and hopped/ off 
at 10:49 a. m. He took as his 
pilot this time Capt. Alton H. 
Parker of the Marine Corps ie- 
serves, a wiry Southerner, quick as 
a cat, who has flown all sorts of 
planes from pursuit planes to um- 
bering navy boats. Parker was 80 
delighted at the opportunity of 
getting well over to the east that 
he put on his red and black 
checked tumberman’s pants. One 
could not miss him in the land- 
scape with those red legs. 

“Parker did his job perfectly.” 
said Byrd after the flight. “I 
knew what sort of pilot he was 
for he was at Spitsbergen with 
us on the North Pole expedition. 
He got very low gasoline consump- 
tion on the flight and handied the 
plane as only natural flyers can.” 

The others in the plane beside 
the commander were Harold June, 
who alternates at flying and works 
the radio, takes pictures and 


* 


watches the gasoline consumption, 
and Capt. Ashley McKinley, the 
nerial surveyor. 


Another Day's Work. 

There was little ceremony in this 
take-off. It was just part of the 
day’s work, although everyone real- 
ized its importance and hoped the 
weather would this time permit the 
important task to be carried out. 
The big plane took off easily and 
after a sweeping turn to the north 
headed straight for Scott's Nuna- 
tak. There was a good tail wind 
at the elevation to which the plane 
climbed, about 4500 feet, and the 
ship was making well over 100 
miles an hour. The plane put 
across Cape Colbeck and then 
across Biscoe Bay, flying at least 
10 miles out to sea where motor 
trouble would have brought the 
craft down in the water. The sea 
was open to the west, blue and 
calm under the summer sun, the 
drift ice having been blown north. 

The Alexandra Mountains were 
passed and, after penetrating a 
short distance inland, the com- 
mander turned north, flying be- 
tween the one hundred fiftieth and 
one hundred fifty-first meridians 
of longitude. 

He was then over shelf ice ex- 
tending out from the shore line, 
which was marked by a barrier 
Wall similar to the usual barrier 
cliffs. Between it and the broken 
pack ice was a plain of shelf ice 
about 15 miles wide, dotted with 
ice islands, their tops broken and 
crevassed. The ice was thin in 
Places and water was seeping 
through it. At one place were a 
lot of seals. It was a mean place 
over which to fly but it was the 
only way to map the coast or bar- 
rier line. 

“I looked down at that and 
thought if we go down here we 
just go right on through like no- 
body’s business, said Parker. 

Plane Bounces in Warm Air. 

The air was bumpy and the 
plane was bouncing around in the 
currents caused by the warmth of 
the sun. Once the plane dropped 
500 feet and the altitude control 
on the gasoline feed was so finely 
adjusted that the motors began to 
spit. A touch of Parker’s hand 
and they hummed smoothly again, 
but it shows how rough it was and 
it continued rough most of the 
flight. 

The mountains had begun to 
loom up @t Scott's Nunatak for the 
visibility was perfect. It wus 
possible to see 100 miles. When 
they first appeared they seemed 
almost too good to be true. They 
stretched far to the north and as 
the plane cruised along fast with 
a following wind, they rose, peak 
after peak from the northeastern 
horizon. Byrd followed them for 
more than an hour, covering more 
than 100 miles in that time. The 
plane was still far out from them, 
however, and flying parallel to the 
range while McKinley got the 
coast line. 

The snow-covered land rose from 
the barrier edge toward the moun- 
tains, sloping upward in rolling 
and smooth undulations. The 
mountains were in long groups. 
rising from small peaks at each 
end to towering summits in the 
center. Some of them were 10,000 
feet high, judging by the way they 
rose above the level of the plane, 
which was then flying nearly & 
mile high. There were breaks be- 
tween the groups so that they ap- 
peared like long-serrated ridges. 
Between them were great slopes of 
ice and snow leading up to a pla- 
teau behind and to the east so that 
they had that characteristic of all 
the coastal mountains around the 
barrier, of seeming to hold in the 
almost limitless snow-covered pla- 
teau. There was no doubt that 
they formed the western coast of 
Marie Byrd Land. 

350 Miles From Base. 

When it seemed advisable to turn 
back the plane was at least 350 
miles northeast of Little America. 
Far ahead could be seen the north- 
ern end of the range and at some 


distance out from it what appeared 
to be a solitary peak or island. 
Another island also lay on the 
horizon to the north. The horizon 
was then more than 90 miles away 
as the plane was flying at 5000 
feet and June is sure he saw about 
60 miles where the plane turned 
east, the blue line of the sea rufi- 
ning to the east and turning some- 
what south before disappearing 
again in the east. There seemed 
no doubt that this vast cape was 
what held in that astonishing ac- 
cumulation of ice around which 
ships have had to find their way 
to the west when sailing out of

the line of ice islands off the 
coast, grounded ice masses which 
hem in the shelf ice. 

When the plane turned to de 
east toward the mountains before 
heading for home, at a point con- 
servatively estimated at 350 miles 
out, McKinley shot a picture 
northward along the coast line 
which should show the northern 
limit of the mountaina. From hur- 
ried calculations this morning it 
was estimated the range had been 
mapped for 150 miles north of 
the seventy-sixth degree of iati- 
tude. The mountains run in a gen- 
eral north and south line in about 
147 west longitude.

Chicago Beer Runner Says 
Earnings in Two Years May 
Exceed $200,000.

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.— Terry 
Druggan, retired beer merchant 
whose offer to pay the Govern- 
ment $25,000 on a $300,000 income 
tax claim has involved him in court 
proceedings, regarded his offer as 
liberal in view of the years of what 
he termed “hazardous and very 
unprofitable business.” His tender 
to the Government was made pub- 
lic yesterday: 

Druggan admitted his gross in- 
come for two years might have ex- 
ceeded $200,090, but insisted his 


net earnings were only $100,000 or 
$125,000. Federal Judge James H 
Wilkerson has under advisement 
the plea of Druggan’s counsel to 
throw out of court his indictment 
for evading taxpayments, 

The reason he filed no tax re- 
turns in 1922 and 1923 was chat 
he was told the courts had ruled 
no return was required on the 
profits from manufacture and 
sale of beer, Druggan said in his 
compromise offer. 

In the beer trade, he said, “this 
applicant was subject to extreme- 
ly high expenses of operations 
which would not permit the keep- 
ing of records or the demanding cf 
receipts. Applicant was arrest«d, 
convicted and served part of the 
year 1924 and most of the year 
1925 in jail. Expenses in connec- 
tion with the trial of the litigation 
in which the applicant was con- 
cerned were enormous. Fuit fol. 
lowed suit and applicant's fi- 
nances were exhausted.“ 

L'ruggan said he could not esti- 
mate exactly his earnings, but add- 
eg: “This applicant estimates hie 
gross income during said period 
of two years was possibly $200.00, 
p*rhaps more; that his net ipcome 
was probably somewhere between 
$100,000 and $125,000.

was a remarkable glacier. 


“It was the most beautiful gia- 
cier I have ever seen,” said Byrd. 
“It was eight or 10 mile wide 
and perfectly smooth ag it ran up 
to the plateau above. At the bot- 
tom of the glacier and exactly in 
the center was a square stone mass 
rising like a monolith out of te 
snowy slope. It was wonderfully 
beautiful with the sun shining on 
it and that great stone tower lift- 
ing above it.” 

Another Tail Wind. 

The plane flew southward 
against the wind for nearly half 
the way to King Edward Land and 
then a shift in the air provided 
another tail wind which helped the 
ship on its way. The explorers 
flew to the point where the land 
running eastward from King Ed- 
ward Land runs into Marie Byrd 
Land and found there a sort of 
valley leading between the new 
range and the eastern end of the 
Alexandra mountains. 

On the western side of this de- 
pression was a large open space of 
water, far in from the sea. Cracks 
ran out from the sides as if there 
were fr strong current underneath. 
On the south side of the pool the 
ground rose sharply upward to an 
elevation of about 4000 feet. There 
were several of these pools in the 
valley, some of them in the low- 
est part of the depression, show- 
ing there was an inlet flowing in 
there from the sea under the ice. 

It has started much speculation 
in camp as to whether this is the 
beginning of the theoretical con- 
nection between the Ross and the 
Waddell seas. Only further ex- 
ploration to the east will clear up 
this point and it is possible the 
water merely indicates @ deep bay 
in which the Rockefeller moua- 
tains and the outcrop,ing rocks 
of the Alexandra mountains are 
the island tops of an archipelago. 

Sighted Solitary Mountain. 

The course of the plane extended 
southward through this valley up- 
til the solitary mountain east of 
the Ro kefeller range which was 
seen last year lay to the west word. 
Then the course was again changed 
for Little. America. 

The plane passed north of the 
single mountain and over the deep - 
ly-crevassed area just east of the 
Rockefeller range which showed in 
the photographs taken last year. 
The wind headed the plane here 
and it dropped down to about 15 
feet above the surface, where there 
was not so much resistance. In 
about an hour and a half after 
leaving the mountains, discovered 
last year, the plane came over the 
camp and, after circling, Parker 
made a perfect landing and taxied 
ia to the edge of the field. Ever 
since then the members of the 
camp have been talking of moun- 
tains and barriers and plateaus 
and what lies south of the new 
mountain chain.

Stain Removers

be removed from linen by smearing 
glycerine on them for tub hours, 
then laundering.

Chocolate and cocoa stains will 
come out of linen if soaked in a 
strong solution of borax and water 
for about a day. 

* ao . 

Egg stains will come out of 
linen if soaked in cold water be- 
fore laundering. They can be re- 
moved from silk materials by rub- 
bing with table salt. 


Obstinate fruit stains on linens 
will have to be wet with a solution 
of oxalic acid (3 ounces to 1 pint 
of water) and then placed in the 
sun. As soon as the stain disap- 
pears, rinse well and then wet with 
ammonia to counteract the acid, 
rinsing well again in clear water.

OT every home is fortunate 
Nove to possess an extra 
room which may be dedicated 
to a nursery—and children. Or 80 


it seems when we allow ourselves 


to be carried away by at popu- 
lar topic of conversatiod—the high 
cost of everything—and the 
thought of the dwindling space ac- 
corded us by builders and land- 
lords. Yet no other room yields 
richer dividends in satisfaction and 
enjoyment in exchange for 186 
planning. 

From the adult viewpoint there 
is, first, of all, the exquisite relief 
to be found in the fact that, in the 
nursery, the children of the house- 
hold may have perfect freedom at 
their play. Next comes the realiza- 
tion that here, within the four 
walls of home, one can accommo- 
date not only one's own children, 
but a half dozen of the children’s 
playmates, if necessary. And this 
without the annoyance of scuffed 
rugs and furniture and broken 
bric-a-brac. * 

Yes, when 
thoughtfully, 


we consider it 
the nursery is far 
from a luxury. It is a plain neces- 
sity, to be planned for wherever 
possible. And the scheme can be 
ever so sensible. Those overdeli- 
cate treatments which were once 
interpreted in pastel tones, with 
little bunches of forget-me-nots 
and rosebuds sprinkled here and 
there, have been practically elimi- 
nated, They may still belong to 
elaborate houses, where there is 
room for a real playroom in ad- 
dition, but for the lusty youngsters 
of the average American home the 
preferred plan becomes decorative 
in the sturdy, modernist manner 
which is as practical as it is inter- 
esting. 

In the nursery illustrated for 
example, we see a very colorful 
scheme designed for hard wear as 
well as pleasure. Wall covering, 
floor, furniture, draperies—all are 
washable—for this is the first 
requisite of the successful nursery. 

Here a very dull finished wall 
oilcloth with a part flower pattern 
in red, blue and green upon a 
cream ground, has been used in 
lieu of paper, and the note of red 
on the wall is repeated by the red 
eilcloth curtains with their valance 
designed to simulate awning 
stripes. Woodwork and furniture 
are painted a smart shade of blue; 
shelves for the toys, the top of the 
stool and table are covered with 
red oilcloth, which has deen 
stretched tight and tacked firmly 
on the under side. The fleor cove 


ering is of resilient cork composi- 
tion—a precautionary measure 
where bumps and tumbles occur 
frequently. 

An interesting feature is the 
blackboard—in reality nothing 
more than a huge square of black 
oilcloth so treated that chalk makes 
most elegant tracks upon it. These 
cloths come in 54-inch width and 
can be erased as one would the 
ordinary blackboard—if they are 
tacked on the wall with large flat- 
headed tacks having shanks long 
enough to hold fast with ordinary 
usage. 

The modernist bookshelf, which 
may also be used as a storage 
space for toys, is worth mention, 
for it is low and sturdily construct- 
ed 80 that its steps will furnish 
firm footing for feet that like to 
climb. Cushions, too, are of wash- 
able oilcloth, one a checked design 
in red and white with black patch- 
es. the other a polka-dotted pat- 
tern in blue and white. 

This old time fabric. once con- 
fined to the kitchen, bobs up in 
every corner of the house today 
and always in new and surprising 
Variations of the original theme. 
Where formerly it was quite shiny 
when considered as a covering for 
walls, it now pleases us with de- 
lustred finishs that are os soft in 
texture and appearance as a pa- 
pered surface. And the washable 
quality of the cloth loses none of 
its virtue in the process. 

With the development of more 
flexible oilcloth new uses have been 
discovered for it. For sun rooms. 
the bath, kitchen, breakfast room. 
the nursery, there is now a grow- 
ing vogue for curtains of  light- 
weight oilcloth which drapes quite 
softly. 

In one breakfast room, where 
walls were papered with delustered 
cloth in a plaid design of green 
and yellow on a white ground, the 
woodwork was painted a soft 
spring green; curtains were of 
plain orange oilcloth, with cutout 
flowers appliqued in paler yellow, 
while a third shade of palest maize 
theatrical gauze was used for glass 
curtains. Against this background 
in daffodil tones the antique ma- 
ple furniture was most effective. 

But this is aside from our ehief 
interest today—the children's play- 
room. 

Granting—if there is not an ex- 
tra room for the purpose—that 
there is an alcove, a sun room, an 
attic, or a dry, warm, well venti- 
lated spot in the basement which 
could be utilized. Why wouldn't 


the most generous and far-reach- 
ing Christmas gift one could make 
to the children be the outfitting of 
a playroom? A gift to be remem- 
bered not for one short week or a 
year—but year after year—as long 
as the play spirit and the memory 
of good times persists? 

Countiess inexpensive schemes 
suggest themselves-——each one prac- 
tical, hygienic “tubable’’— the 
first three demands of playland. 

Mother can make the curtains 
and cushions, and pian the whole 
gay, colorful scheme. it is hard 
to make decorative mistakes in a 
scheme so informal and so free 
from restraint. 

Father .can bend his dignified 
back a little and paint the small 
furniture. There is something 
about the task of making things 
for the youngsters that takes one 
quite out of one’s self—regardless 
of business worries. We have even 
known fathers who enjoyed carv- 
ing toys out of wood for little 
folks. Such pieces of engineering 
as a steamboat on spool wheels, 
similar to the one which stands on 
the shelf, for example. Or, if that 
be too complicated, then a primi- 
tive bird or beast not more incon- 
gruous—no less exciting—than the 
two shown in the photograph, The 
modern trend permits tremendous 
liberties! 


The room of the photograph was 
chosen to illustrate a very simple 
scheme within the executive abil. 
ity of one untrained in interior 
decoration. The designs and col- 
or scheme are capable of unending 
variation without in the least de- 
stroying the effectiveness of the 
room. And one may go as far as 
one likes in the choice of furniture. 
The shops are filled with smart 
and unusual pieces for juvenile 
rooms. Instead of the usual nurs- 


‘ery fabrics, modern artists are de- 


signing remarkable patterns which 
tell new stories. To follow the 
antics of these futurist birds and 
boys and animals up and down the 
length of a curtain or over the 
bedspread is more exciting than 
many a bedtime tale. 


Merely writing about the play- 
room for Christmas has stirred us 
to such a pitch that it is hard to 
picture a single family with a child 
or children, and a few feet of 
space, without imagining them 
deep in plans for this room which 
once possessed, proves not only a 
playground safe within the home 
but a most important factor in the 
early training of the child.
